VAST SUMS POR 
NEW WARSHIPS

TORIO, July IO.— The Japanese 
governm ent has decided to as^ for 
an appropriation of approxim ately J 
122,190,499, to be expended in thei 
construction of new war ships and 
other naval 
requirem ents for the 
current fiscal year as part of the 
national defence. 
The plan*is based 
on the completion of the eight bat­ 
tleship and eight cruiser unit. 
The whole naval repletion pro­ 
gram is to be completed by the end 
of 1927 the total expenditure being 
fixed at over $45,000,000, spread^ 
over ten consecutive years. 
Of that 
sum over $375,000,000 is intended 
for the construction of four bat­ 
tleships, four battle 
cruisers, 
12 
cruisers, 37 destroyers and a num ­ 
ber of other war craft. 
The original sum of this year’s 
outlay was fixed at $33,199,499 in 
•the navy budget estim ate but owing 
to insufficient financial source, that 
am ount has been cut down by about 
$ 11,000,000. 
The outlay for the arm y involved 
in the national defence completion 
plan 
has 
been 
also curtailed 
to 
the extent of about $5,000,000 the 
expenditure for the present fiscal 
year being fixed at approximately 
$11,800,000. 
The expenditure re-j 
quired for the execution of the na-1 
tional defence completion plan for 
the army is fixed at about $212,- 
500,000 which is spread over IO 
consecutive years commencing the 
present year. 
The appropriations both for the 
arm y and navy to be introduced in 
the coming session of the Im perial 
Diet.

NEW YORK. July 9.— A num ber 
of modest little farm s operated*, by 
veterans of the world w ar who have, 
recovered from shell shock, gas or 
wounds, now dot the states of New 
Jersey, Connecticutt and New York. 
The owners of these farm s, most of 
them graduates of the New York 
State School of A griculture at F ar­ 
mingdale, L. I., have been “rehabili­ 
tated” and are now m aking good 
as food producers w ith the same 
enthusiasm th at took them “ over 
the top”, in France. 
The transform ation of most of 
these form er soldiers who selected 
farm ing from am ong the subjects 
offered by the federal board for 
vocational training in many cases 
has been a complete m etam orphosis 
of railroad brakem en, plum bers, po­ 
licemen!, 
mechanics and laborers. 
One recent graduate of the school 
was a bartended before the w ar and 
today he owns a thoroughly up-to- 
date place near Toms River, N. J. 
According to A. A. Johnson, di­ 
rector of the school, there werfe 76 
federal board men enrolled in June 
and a num ber of these have since 
graduated. 
Director 
Johnson 
was 
lavish in his praise of w hat the 
soldier farm ers were accomplishing, 
declaring th at not only were they 
doing their full share in the eco­ 
nomic 
program of their country,
